With only a few weeks of autumn left be¬ 
fore the start of winter the Cooma area is 
again bracing itself for a spectacular season 
of crisp, white snow and bracing alpine days.

In Cooma itself they can visit all the fam¬ 
ous landmarks — the Man from Snowy River 
statue, the Avenue of Flags, Clogs Cabin, the 
Southern Cloud Aviation Pioneers’ Memorial 
and scenic Mt. Gladstone lookouts. 

Fairytale Park is one popular attraction 
situated near the summit of the Mt. Gladstone 
reserve and here children can explore a won¬ 
derful world of storybook tales come to life 
(ABOVE) in enchanting bushland surroundings. 

There are also many one-day tours which 
can be made from Cooma, either by private 
car or tourist coach, to the national capital 
Canberra, the gold rush ruins at Kiandra or 
the fishing resorts on Lake Eucumbene.

trout fishing and boating marinas, the Snowy 
Mountains and to the east, Cooma. 

There are also holiday flats and cabins for 
rent in and around the township and many 
fishermen and holidaymakers regularly make 
Berridale their base from which to explore the 
remainder of the region. 

In winter Berridale becomes a major stop¬ 
ping place for thousands of travellers as they 
replenish supplies and fuel for the hour-long 
drive to the snowfields resorts — they can also 
hire skis, toboggans and snow equipment in 
the town.

and cafes. The town even has its own art 
gallery, comparable with any of its type in the 
large cities. 

Among the many activities available in 
and around Jindabyne are horse riding, moun¬ 
tain walks, boating, fishing, swimming, water 
and snow skiing and just plain lazing around. 

Visitors also pass through Jindabyne 
travelling to and from Victoria along the scenic 
Alpine Way. 

Jindabyne is a town familiar with every¬ 
one who has visited the snowfields resorts — 
in summer it bristles with talk of the “big 
trout", the one that got away or, more often, 
the trout which looked so good frying in the 
pan.

Astride the Snowy Mountains Highway be¬ 
tween Cooma and Tumut is the rural town of 
Adaminaby. Re-built several years ago when 
the rising waters of Lake Eucumbene inun¬ 
dated the original site, the town is modern 
and comfortable in every respect. 

Like many other centres in the Snowy 
Mountains, Adaminaby has its own hotel, two 
motels, a camping and caravan ground and 
ample modern holiday cottages and flats. 

Extremely popular among trout fishermen, 
Adaminaby is within a few minutes access of 
either Lake Eucumbene or the Murrumbidgee 
River. There are also many other trout streams 
in the area and Tantangara Reservoir and 
Lake Blowering are to the north. 

Adaminaby is also popular among young 
folk and families seeking a holiday with a dif¬ 
ference. Here you can spend a few days living 
life on a sheep property, watch the shearing, 
sing around the camp fires and ride horseback 
in the surrounding hills. 

The Adaminaby shopping centre features 
a newsagency, information centre, super¬ 
market, cafe and a picnic park in which pride 
of place is a giant trout statue rising above 
the town — the “world’s largest trout” and 
one well worth capturing on film. 

There is also a picture theatre, bowling 
club and golf course and an airstrip near the 
town. Follow the highway north and discover 
Kiandra, scene of the great goldrush during 
the last century where some of the early dig¬ 
gings still stand as a silent monument to those 
hardy fossickers of an age gone by. 

Further north is Yarrangobilly Caves, a few 
kilometres off the highway. Here there are pic¬ 
nic areas and the Cooma Visitors' Information 
Centre can advise of times of conducted tours.
